ft  But  he  said  very  little  about  the  trip? 

A And  the  Tropic ana. 

ft  Had  he  been  there  previously  to  your  knowledge? 
A To  my  knowledge,  he  hadn't, 

ft  Had  he  mentioned  ever  being  there? 


ft  On  another  subject,  let  me  ask  you  this  Alice.

Do  you  have  any  opinion  as  to  whethor  or  not  he  Is  sane 
or  Insane?

A 1 never  did  feel  that  he  was  Insane.  Z never 
did  see  any  Indication  of  Insanity.

I believe  you  did  talk  with 
him  on  the  day  after  the  assassination?
